DISCOURSE 


A Large Audience Hears 


the First,Lecture of 


the Course. 


Edward B. Payne delivered the first 


lecture of the Star course last even- 
Ing. 
The auditorium of tbt MetUodlst 


Church was well filled. 


The speaker was introduced by Prof. 


Bray. 
His theme was "Bread and 


Civilization." 


The purport of the lecture was to 


show that what the speaker 
called 


"bread power"' is the dominant power 
of the world. 


This has come to be because the ex- 


actions of hunger started the first rip- 
ples cf civilization, leading to Inven- 
tion and to conquest, and so "the1 sur- 
vival of the strong." 


It was shown that the entire econ- 


omic system has been built up under 
the hunger motive. This has brought 
it about that even art, literature, mor- 
als, religion and politics in a large slble complications with Argentina, 
dfgree to the same hunger motive and 
the claims of practical utility. 


Liteitaure, for example, becomes the 


production of commodity—brain stuff 
that will bring a price in the market. 


Also the same economic interests 


dominate the policy and procedure of 
the nations. 


They are seeking, both by war and 


diplomacy, to gain advantages over 
each other In the possession and ex- 
ploiation of the world's resources. 


The speaker made an appeal for the 


transfer of the sovereignty over life 
from the stomach to the head of man* 
from the natural passions to reason. 


He hoped for a future statesman- 


ship that would continue to use the 
hunger motive, or the bread power, 10 
the end, as Paul paid, that "he that 


not work, neither shall he eat," 


but let not this hunger motive assume 
to dictate foiever a3 to the opinions, 
the religion or the morals of men. Let 
these have their own sanctions, which 
are adequate to their control.

of the extortion prices of trusts for their pro- 


ducts, it is urged that trusts flourish in free 
trade England. This is not true, according to the 
statement of VV. L. Wilson, who made a thorough 
investigation of the subject in that country and 
who positively declares that nothing similar to 
American trusts exist in Great Britain. But, grant- 
ing that they do, they are powerless of such abuses 
as are perpetrated by our American monopolies. 
When the American trusts charge exorbitant prices 
the consumer cannot buy elsewhere, because of the 
tariff, and the trusts know it, and naturally use 
their powerful influence in politics to make their 
existence continuous. It is the tariff that forbids 
American farmers and users of mining machinery, 
as instances, from purchasing their implements in 
foreign countries where those American trust goods 
are sold at a profit at less rates than are charged at 
the factories in the United States. Some time ago 
the English paper manufacturers organized a com- 
bination and put up prices^ but the British news- 
papers promptly placed their orders with French 
and American manufacturers, and the trust fell to 
pieces. But American consumers have no such re- 
course, but are forced to yield to all of the monopoly 
demands. 
This fact is so apparent that it seems 


the most egregious presumption upon the part of 
trust and prohibitive tariff apologists to claim that 
our present custom house duties schedule is not at 
least the principal barrier to the suppression of the 
abuses, if not the absolute cause of the very exist- 
ence of such combinations for extortion purposes.

OOME of the Democratic papers are jubilant over 
*J the fact ihat Speaker Henderson has reap- 
pointed Newlands on the Ways and Means com- 
-nittee. When taken to task for appointing New- 
lands, Speaker Henderson's friends gave out that 
he did so to conform to custom and because New- 
lands would never be on hand when he ought to 
be, and therefore the committee would be prac- 
tically all Republicans.—Carson News. 


This is a fair sample of the way Congressman 


Newlands' appointment to the Ways and Means 
committee is referred to by the razor-pated Repub- 
lican editors of Nevada. Their views are so con- 
tracted that they can see no good in anything which 
does not bear the g. t>. p. label. 


If the Republican papers of Nevada were dis- 


posed to be fair or were capable of being sensible 
they would recogni/e in the appointment of Mr. 
Newlands something which is far more an honor to 
this State than to the man. For instance, California 
has seven members of Congress and one of them 
was appointed to a place on the Ways and Means 
committee. The papers of California, Democratic 
and Republican, have been making a great fuss 
over the honor which they consider as having been 
conferred on that State.

- Henderson is a lie, and as ridiculous as it is malic- 


ious. There is no Congressman in Washington 
whose reputation for punctuality and strict atten- 
tion to his legislative duties is above that of Mr. New- 
lands.

over the loss of his job, and of course the anxiety 
of other office-holders and 
politicians is made 


keener, that they might get a pointer as a hint for 
themselves. Complaint has been made of Collector 
Bidwell for his partisan activity. He has acted as 
the head of a campaign committee while drawing 
salary of his federal position; but President McKin- 
ley had not rebuked him for it. There was Roose- 
velt's declaration that he should follow the policy 
of bis predecessor, and there is abundant assurance 
that had McKinley continued President, Bidwell 


would have held on, The Senators and the Repub- 
lican machine were for Bidwell's reappomtment 
and there is a theory that in naming his successor 
Roosevelt wished to show his independence of such 
influences, inasmuch as they were not for the most 
competent man available for the task. But, if Bid- 
well was incompetent or to be reprimanded for per 
sistent partisan activity, why was he not retired at 
once? These and other theories for his action are 
being advanced, and controverted with earnestness 
and with the knowledge of the President. Of 
course he could readily set them right, and likely 
would prefer to do so, but for the long established 
custom that he must not, only as he might give 
privately the reasons that actuated him. It is plain 
that Roosevelt has the courage of his convictions, 
and is as fearless to serve his own conclusions in 
the President's chair as has characterized him in the 
public positions he heretofore held. And this fear- 
lessness is giving the arbitrary "senatorial courtesy" 
a fearful shock 


A REPUBLICAN organ solemnly declares that

gress. We may expect to learn from the same 
source that Thomas Jefferson was in a Rip Van 
Winkle sleep when the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence was formulated, and that all the signatures to 
that document were forgeries.
